This time it was the University pf Western- Ontario 
Mustangs who, though not too impressive In their own right, still walked away on the long end of 
a 16-13;seorft.v . - 



All expectations of a better 
showing by the Redmen offence 
were dashed as the line proved 
unable to cope with Western's 
heavier front wall and the baclcs 
couldn't find running room. Their 
total rushing for the game amount- 
ed to only 7 yards! 

The best offensive performance 
came from Q.B. Gary Cullcn, a 
last minute replacement for ailing 
regular Glen St. John. Gary, in for 
his first OQAA game as a quarter- 
back, called the plays with good 
poise and showed a strong passing 
arm, clicking on 12 out of 22 
attempts for 148 yds. Said Coach 
Bill Bewley after the game, 
"Gary's performance .out there 
was a pleasant'suiprise.after what 
the rest of tbor team i showed: I 
believe he deseryes'ahothër chance 
to start."

Sf udenfi" and staff conclude 
clash over cafeteria prices 

The cafeteria at the University of Montreal .Is once more open and serving hot meals to 
hungry students at three different prices: 65, 75, and 85 cents. 



The two-week quarrel between 
students and administration, was 
brought to a close Saturday as -uni- 
veTsity ; authorities re-opened the 
cafeteria with revised menus and 
prices. The 75-cent meal now sells 
for 85^cents, as originally proposed 
by the university. 

However, the cafeteria menu has 
been expanded 'to . indude slightly 
less lavish meals at reduced rates. 
Students will' be offered three 
meals at three correspondingly- 
graded prices. This proposition 
wi^s previously rejected by the 
striking students who have now, 
at least temporarily, accepted it 

The University of Montreal ad- 
ministration refused to comment 
on the manner in which the settle- 
ment of the strike had been ac- 
complished. It is not known if the 
re-opening of the cafeteria and its, 
operation on the triple-price sys- 
tem were the result of negotiation 
between leaders of the AGEUM 



and Msgr. Irénée Lussier, univer- 
sity rector. 

Role, uncertain 

Jean Marie Martin, director of 
liigher education services in the 
Department of Youth, represented 
the Provincial Government in. the 
dispute, but his role in its settle- 
ment is pnknown. It was wiUi the 
Provindal Government that the 
fault lay, according to students 
who pidceted for lower-priced 
meals and free education during 
the past weeks. 

Their demand for government 



intervention was not met Despite 
a partial student boycott of the 
cafeteria on Monday of last week, 
and the shut-down enforced by the 
administration ' on Tuesday morn- 
ing, the increased prices were put 
into effect r - 

As a result of peaceful demons»'^ ^ 
tration, and a determined if abor- 
tive effort on the part of the 
students to start a cafeteria of 
their own, the AGEUM was able 
to obtain concessions from the 
university authorities, typified by 
the institution of the multi-priced 
menu.

To provide 
effective service to people with 
such problems, the profession 
of social work ha^ established 
post graduate, training courses 
which employ recent findings In 
social and medical science. 

The McGill School of ' Social 
Work offers a two-year course, 
and this year has 155 students. 
Part of the training involves 
field work, where the student is 
placed in a social agency, and 
is closely supervised in his as- 
signment to help particular 
clients. Social work' settings 
may be found in, several ranges : 
from private agencies to govern- 
mental, from specialh»tion in 
early-age groups, to teens, to old 
people's groups, from ' child 
welfare to family services,- from 
psychotherapeutic to recrea- 
tional, from local, to national, 
to International auspices. They

mental hospitals, and In thoso 
attached to courts and prisons. 

It is mainly during field 
work that skill In communicat- 
ing with other people is deve- 
loped; this is done in tlie three 
methods of social work. 1. (Ca- 
ittwork) Since casework clients 
often have problems of a very 



personal nature, it is essential 
that a sound relationship be- 
tween the caseworker and the 
client be established so that the 
client can feel free to discuss 
these matters. 2. (Group Work) 
This is equally true of the 
groupworker, though the em- 
phasis is on social and personal 
growth through meaningful in- 
teraction among group mem- 
bers. 3. (Community Organlu- 
tlon) The CO. worker also uses 
the skill of communication, but 
he does so In committee work 
within a community's power 
structure to motivate the will 
and to culminate in social ac- 
tion through collaboration and 
cooperation of various commu- 
nity groups. 

Despite the different con- 
texts of the three methods, 
they all have In common the 
fundamental assumption of so- 
cial work, namely, that all Indi- 
viduals possess dignity and 
worth. In translating this value 
into the art of helping others 
to help themselves In achiev- 
ing their potential, one learns 
how to achieve full acceptance 
X)t the individual. This accept- 
ance is rooted In the Judeo- 
Christlan heritage of love for 
one's neighbor, and provides 
the opportunity and challenge 
to combine our Ideals with 
practical conduct, and imple- 
ment the moral Insight of our 
greatest philosophers, through 
the professional application of 
. psychosocial knowledge to the
